Korean .Situation Recalls

WASHINGTON.—The other day I si'ggestr.d 


that President Truman, who is not exactly the 
persuasive 
leader 
Franklin 
Roosevelt 
was, 


needed a lot of support from the rest of us in 
the current crisis, which it a lot wortc than 
most piople have realized, One thing he needs 
ii some help in making the country under- 
stand what the Korean war is all about. 


As my own contribution, I' should 'Ukc to itt 


down a few reminiscences regarding other in- 
ternational 
efforts to stop war, which 1 have 


watched during some yeais of experience as a 
newspaperman, 


The Korean war is basically an international 


gamble ' aimed at heading off a greater war; 
and, while it may fail, you have to look back 
twenty-five years to understand what progress 
the world his made in the painful Job of 
making men and nations work together to set 
up international machinery for peace, 
, 


As i young newspaperman in 1928, I went 


down -to Havana ,with 
Calvin Coolidge, his 


secretary 
of 
state, 
Frank 
B, 
Kellogg, ind 


Charles Evans Hughes, all Republicans in good 
standing with the party, At Havana, they put 
forward to the Pan American nations a policy 
of keeping the peace by international arbitra- 
tion. 


This was not a revolutionary 
plan. When 


tiouble occurred between 
nations, they 
pro- 


posed the common-sense idea of going to court 
But when the treaty later got bnck to the' U.S 
Senate, the sparks flew, And ;ome Republican 
isolationists called Coolidge, Hughes and Kel- 
logg iust as vitriolic names as McCarthy has 
called the State Department 


Consult Re War 
Two years later, I accompanied a new He- 


publican secretary of state, Henry L, Stimson, 
to the London naval conference, There Stimson 
did his best to put across a consultative pact— 
again not a revolutionary proposal. It merely 
provided that, if war threatened, the 
United 


States would agree to "consult" with the otner 
nations of the world regarding wavs of stopping 
war. Stimson made absolutely no promises or 
commitments, 
beyond 
the 
promise 
that 
we 


would merely sit down and talk, 


Compared with the United Nations of today, 


the Stimson proposal sounds a'most juvenile, 
But when he proposed it privately at London 
in 
1930 — just 
twenty 
years 
a£o — Herbert 


Hoover, then president of the United 
States, 


near'.y had kittens. He was so agitated that he 
called a press conference and emphatically in- 
formed the world that "no consultative pact 
has been considered at any time during the 
course of the London conference," 


Simultaneously 
in London, Secretary Stim- 


son, not knowing that rock-ribbed Repwblicans 
were scared stiff over even a tiny bit of inter- 
national cooperation, was holding his own press 
conference stat ng exactly the opposite of his 
chief in trie White House, A consultative pact, 
he sa^d, was definitely under discussion, 


In the end, Hoover showed who was boss. 


The consultative pact was killed; and with It 
I 


the entire naval treaty.

World War II Berins 
One year later—-1931—the Japanese invaded 


Manchuria 
and Secretary Stimson once again 


tried to secure international cooperation to head 
off what he knew to be the beginning of a 
world war. And in an effort to prod and en- 
courage the League of Nations into a coopera- 
tive move to stop war, Stimson 
LOOK the rela- 


tively mild step of ordering the U.S. consul in 
Geneva to sit in on council sessions—only as 
an observer. 


An immediate howl of piotest went up from 


members of Stimson's own Republican party. 
They were so vigorous, and his chief Herbert 
Hoover got so nervous, that '.:ie U.S. consul 
was 
finally 
replaced bv 
Charles G. Dawes, 


whom the GOP isolationists trusted.

negative reaction of buropean members of the 
League of Nations. The French press screamed 
that they did not want the United States but- 
ting into league 
affairs. The British foreign 


office, long in sympathy 
with Japan, 
deftly 


undercut Stimson's crackdowns on ToKyo, Mus- 
solini fearing his turn would be next, was dis- 
tinctly cool to American cooperation. 


And Jap diplomats, foreseeing the day when 


they would go on to further aggressions, took 
diabolical pleasure in ridiculing Stimson, and 
slowly breaking down tht peace machinery of 
the woild 


For months, the league deflated 
But Instead 


of the 48-hoi i 
decision made by the United 


Nations in the Korean crisis, it touk one solid 
year for the league to get a report from an 
international 
commission on the Manchurian 


incident, 


By that time, it was too late, The Jap war- 


lords were firmly entrenched. The seeds of 
World War II were well planted, And, most 
important 
of all, every' other would-be 
ag- 


gressor realized that he could thumb his nost 
at international law, and the league would do 
nothing, 


An ag« was dying; an age of inteinational 


optimism, isolationism, and Harding normalcy, 
An age was dying and Henry L, Stimson stuiK- 
gled almost alone to give it renewed life, 


Leaving a sickbed in the spring of 1932, he 


sailed for Paiis determined to wain the states- 
men of Europe that they were sealing their 
own doom. Renting a villa at Geneva, he called 
in the prime ministers of Western Europe and 
argued 
that 
Japan's 
far-away 
aggression 


against China could be a greater inreat to them 
than any menace in Europe. 


He urged 
that they take s fiim stand to 


bolster the worlb's peace machinery in order 
to head off war in tht future, 


But ne, failed.

Besmgc on Lake Geneva, His loom looked out 
on an old garden sheltered by high trees, in 
which roosted flocks ot birds, And sometimes, 
when he could not sleep and work dragged 
endlessly, Stimson stood at his window looking 
out upon the trees and the moon and the 
shadows tney cast upon the gaiden, and le- 
membered the world war days when ne was 
a colonel of artiileiy in Fiance.
